‘THE LOG DRIVERS ARE COMING 


‘That was the cry that flashed through ay mind several 
years ago when Blue Mountain Museum opened its first building. 
There in one of the Dioramas was the familiar sight of a log 
Jam being attacked by Drivers. A melodious voice described the 
Scene T had witnessed many years ago. The place was the Falls 
at Colton, New York. The time about 1904 ~ 1906. 


Looking down from a hill a short distance from the 
Parsonage which vas our home, we had been watching the logs 

up and now there was a real jam towering above the white 
er. Prom this viewpoint the Johnson children could clearly 
‘across the river. The wagons cane piled with tents, beds 
and all the equipment to feed and house a large group of men 
for several weeks. 


More fortunate, to us, the less supervised children could 
the “island” bridge and get closer but we did not 
in, we were used to discipline. 


The Drivers were the most glamorous part of the scene, 
clad in bright plaid jackets, high-spiked boots with pike pole 
in hand, they formed a ballet as they danced from one rolling 
log to another, sometimes two on one log. The point of the 
drama was to push and pull single logs free, looking for the 
"Kay" log that held the others back. One by one the outer 
fringe would break away until the "key" was found. That w 
the dangerous moment for the breaking of the jam could carry 
the Drivers into the water. Often dynamite had to be used and 
was exciting if it occurred during our watching 


Naturally, there was danger but I do not remember a 

fatality during the seasons we watched. Charles W. Bryan, Jr. 

in The Raquette River of the Forest (A.M. 1964) tells of one 
obo” who tried to break a log jam. 


"the jam soon overtook his 
towards sad grief and woe, 

And we found his drowned body 
in Racket flow below.” 


Finally, the water was clear, the logs gone. The wagons

were loaded and the swaggering “gods” of the drive rode away, 
the romance was over for another year. 


Logs chained together called “booms” lined the banks of 
the rivers. They sometimes came loose and boaters had to 
beware of them. Years after the river was no longer used for 
transportation they became a real menace, particularly the om 
partly submerged. They are gone now, except for a few under 
water and the state has them well marked. 


‘The logs we watched were headed for a savmill at Potsdam, 
New York. According to Bryan, Raquette Pond vas the "sorting 
spot".

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AN EARLY RAILROAD JOURNEY 


The Johnson family moved from Clinton, New York to Tupper 
Lake in late November 1899. our father had gone ahead and 
Purchased some land and with the help of his brother Tom and a 
friend had a rough house constructed for his four children and 
their mother. He was a skilled carpenter, and was studying to 
be a Methodist minister. Working days, studying nights and 
Preaching Sundays took their toll of a frail physique and his
